they  had  any  Opinion  of  your  Succefs,

gainft  old  Grievances,  or  preventing 
your  Countrymen  from  being  fubjected 
to  the  like  InconvenLencies  for  the  fu¬ 
ture. - Good  eafy  Souls,  they  may  be

Life,  but  they  are  fad  blundering  Politi- 
cians,  they  do  not  feem  to  know  to  much

Are  not  they  fenfible  that  every  Meafure 
which  tends  to  make  this  Country  free 
and  fiourifhing,  fets  you  at  a  greater 
diftance  from  the  Helm  of  Government  ? 
Can  they  therefore  imagine  that  you  will, 
by  propofmg  Schemes  for  the  National 
Honour  and  Intereft,  lend  a  helping 
■Hand  to  your  own  Deilrudtion  and  An¬ 
nihilation  ?  Do  not  they  know  that  as 
long  as  an  Opinion  prevails,  that  the  Af¬
